| | POLICE DENY 
WOMEN STRUCK 


More Evidence on Behalf of the 
Force Is Given at Saturday 
Court Hearing 


The investigation into miners’ 
wives’ charges against city police in 
connection with strike-rioting Jan. 
4, which started Monday last und 
continued during the week defore 
Mr. Justice Walsh in the supreme 
court, ‘was adjourned Saturday af- 
ternoon until June 2, when the 
hearing will again be taken up and 
the remainder of the evidence sub- 
mitted. ‘There aro still a number 
of witnesses to be heard, and it is 
expected that when the hearing is 
resumed that the proceedings will 
continue for two or three days. 

The charges that the city police 
on January 4 clubbed a number of 
women were refuted Saturday after- 
noon by neutral witnesses who were 
at the Penn mine or near by at the 
time that the striking minera «ur- 
rived and saw the miners attempt 
to gain the entrance of the mine 
after ordered ‘back by the police. 
All of the witnesses who gave evid- 
ence stated that they had seen the 
polive attempt to disperse the crowd 
« Mtate 4221 women who had failed 
to listen to orders and attempted to 
fet past the police, who had diffi- 
culty in keeping the crowd back. 
They stated that none of the pelice 
had been seen clubbing women as 
had been atleged. The strikers had 
been behind the women who were 
shouldered into the police lines from 
behind. Some of the women may 
lave been trampled under foot or 
shoved about by the strikers, they 
said, but none of the police who 
were holding the line were seen to 
actually club or in any way injure 
any of the women in spite of the fact 
that they had been in the front and 
had thrown missiles of various 


kinds, 
Could Not Get Mislles 


John Cormag, @gounsel for tho 
organized miners in the first part of 
the hearing, raised the point that 
the miners could not get sticks and 
other missiles to throw at the police 
as had been alleged. This question 
was raised severul times, but was 
finally settled by Mr. Justice Waish, 
who stated that he had made a per- 
sonal inspection of the ground and 
was quite satisfied that there were 
large quantities of sticks, branches 
of trees, coal and other forma of 
missiles that could be picked up by 
the strikers. 

Eric Darl Boon, of Robarts und 
Boon, wholesale builders’ supplies, 
stated that he had seen the crowd 
of strikers and women going to the 
Penn mine and had arrived there 
ahead of the crowd and had watched 
the whole affair. When the crowd 
arrived the women were in front 
und the men behind, The mounted 
police had Nned up acroas the rali- 
way tracks to stop the crowd, and 
missiles had been thrown by the 
men in the rear over the women's 
heads. Mr. Boon also stated that 
he had seen the men foing to the 
brush near by for sticks, and had 
seen one woman with what looked 
like an tron pipe in her hands. The | 
police had taken no offonsive action | 
the witness steted, until automobiles , 
came with more police, when they 
commenced to disperse the crowd. 

Miss Jane Robb, stencgrapher at 
the Penn mine, also told of having 
seen the police arrive and thelr at- 
tempts to disperae the crowd. She 
had also seen misiles thrown, but 
had not seen any of the police strike | 
women with clubs.

The tragedy at Cleveland, South Carolina, is 
another reminder that the ‘‘fire drill’ is not sim 
ply a form of physical exercise for school children, 
or another of the ‘‘frills’’ with which the modern 
school program has been too generously decorated. 
It is entirely probable, had the grown ups present 
been trained when young to march out in order 
when the gong sounds, that the loss of life would 
not have reached such frightful proportions. Tt is 
even likely that had the fire occurred in the same 
school during school hours, not a life would have 
been lost; for in the matter of getting out of a 
burning building the children of the present day 
know more than their parents. A fire in a school 
where the fire drill is regarded as something 
more than a nuisance is less likely to result ina 
horrifying tragedy than a fire in a theatre filled 
with grown-up people who have not learned by 
training that the way to get out quickly is to keep

NOT ANXIOUS FOR CHANGE. 

The Soviet leaders have fired an 8,000 word 
reply at Lord Curzon—in Russian at that—and 
have sent a special representative to London to 
persuade him to take back his unkind remarks 
about their way of living up to the trade agree- 
ment. Quite evidently the ‘‘red’’ leaders find 
the present arrangement very satisfactory and 
do not want any change in the situation. As 
things have been going they got all the benefits 
to be secured from trading with Britain, while 
they continued to use the proceeds to wage pro- 
paganda war against British prestige and author- 
ity wherever these could be attacked. As Lord 
Curzon said he did not want any argument, M. 
Tchitcherin confines his rejoinder to about eight 
newspaper columns, but that is quite enough to 
show that he wants to keep on doing business on 
the old basis. 


TAKING THEM IN HAND. 

The Royal Commission recommends that the 
Railway Board be given control over the rates 
charged by shipping companies for carrying Wes: 
tern grain across the great lakes. That, or an 
amendment of the law aimed directly at the ship- 
owners, was almost inevitable. Hitherto the as- 
sumption has been that as the lakes belonged to 
whoever chose to built a boat competition could be 
relied upon to keep the water freight rates in 
reasonable relationship to the cost of the service 
rendered. The developments last fall destroyed 
that comfortable supposition. With more traffic 
offering than ever before, rates went to three 
times the normal charges. No doubt the shipping 
interests kept clear of acts expressly forbidden by 
law, but they achieved the same financial results 
by methods which may not be punishable. Alile 
the interests of the grain grower and those of the 
grain dealer were ignored, and the tolls were 
made ‘‘all that the traffic would bear,’’ and a 
good deal more than it could bear without one 
party or the other being wrongfully treated. The 
conduct of the shippers amounted in effect to a 
modified form of piracy, and rates were boosted 
until it was cheaper to ship grain from Ft, Wil- 
liam by rail than by water. The Western farm- 
ers, and the whole country, are still suffering from 
the margin thus added to the cost of getting out

WHY PICK ON CHILDREN? 

The minister of education is putting into effect 
the retrenchment policy which he announced dur 
ing the recent session of the legislature. Notices 
of dismissal have been gent to fourteen of the 
inspectors of public and high schools in the pro-| 
vince and another is transferred to other work. 
Hitherto there have been 40 inspectors. The re- 
duction will leave 25, unless the number is still 
further cut down, 


This is not altogether improb- 
able, as Mr. Baker gave it to be understood dur- 
ing the session that the staff would be cut in 
half. Five more retirements will not be out of 
line with the announced plan for reducing the 
cost of running the department. It is understood 
that the Government is abandoning school in- 
spection in the cities altogether, and will utilize 
the diminished staff in supervising town high 
schools and town and country common schools. 
Four public school inspectors have been employ- 
ed in Edmonton and Oalgary and two special 
high school inspectors for the province. The 
abandonment of this service will account for five 
of the retirements; leaving ten fewer inspectors 
for town and country public schols than were 
previously employed, while the inspection of town 
high schools will also fall upon the twenty-five 
survivors. 

The object, of course, is to save money: With 
that no fault is to be found, except that the Gov- 
ernment has been slow in discovering the need 
of it, and is now not applying-curtailment in a 
proportionate way to all branches of its activi- 
ties. It has to be taken as a matter of course 
that there will be less inspection done under the 
new arrangement than has been done in the past. 
The inspectors will not get around to the schools 
so often, and they will have less time to spend at 
each of them. That they will be able to visit 
every school in the province once during the 
school year is very doubtful. That they can do 
this and spend time enough at each to find out 
whether it is being well conducted is hopeless. 
If there is any particular value in school inspec- 
tion, this radical cutting down of the inspection 
staff can mean only one thing: inefficiency in the 
schools, particularly in the outlying schools, which 
are hardest to reach, and being usually of small 
wttendance will likely get brief visits far be- 
tween. Even with forty inspectors on the job 
the rural teacher seldom saw one, and then for 
not more than a half day. 

The inspector is the official to whom the pub- 
lic have to look for protection against an incom- 
petent or lazy teacher. His business is to see that 
the teacher is capable and diligent, that the 
children are getting the school advantages for 
which their parents are paying, and that the tax- 
payers of the district are thus getting value for 
the capital they have invested in building and 
grounds and for the money they pay each year as 
taxes: Aside from the inspector the public have 
no means of knowing whether their money and 
the time of their children is well spent or wasted. 
If the inspector does not visit the school often 
enough or stay long enough, they are at the 
mercy of the teacher. If he or she happens to 
be fitted for the place all goes well. If not, the 
children are deprived of opportunities which will 
never come to them again, and the taxpayers’ 
mcuey might as well be thrown into the fire. 

Very obviously the new scheme of things is 
throwing an added burden of responsibility upon 
the teacher. To a large extent he or she will have 
to be their own inspector, Taking the most gener- 
ous view of the matter the Government is largely 
repudiating responsibility for the standard of the 
schools in this province and leaving these vitally 
important institutions to run themselves. Whether 
that is a safe policy is at best very questionable. 
If it is safe, then Alberta has squandered a vast 
amount of money in past years in paying salaries 
to inspectors who were not needed: If that 
money was not wasted, the children of the pro- 
vince will pay for the present retrenchment policy 
by having poorer schools to attend—particularly 
the children in remote districts, who need the 
best that can be had for the taxes their parents 
are able to pay. 

Economy at the present time is not an optional 
matter, and anything may be called economy 
that involves saving a dollar of immediate cost 
regardless of consequences, But that this policy 
of cutting down the thoroughness of school in- 
spection is real economy is not even doubtful. It 
is saving at about the last place saving should be 
attempted, and it seems to be about the only 
place where curtailment is being seriously ap- 
plied. A Government of six hundred thousand 
people which proposes to spend this year on eur- 
rent account eleven million dollars, two millions 
or more of which will have to be borrowed, could 
find a good many ways in which economy could 
be practised without harm, before starting to save 
money at the cost of cutting down the efficiency 
of the school system. That is simply robbing the 
children of their right to’an education in order 
to keep up extravagance in other and less import- 
ant directions
